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Kovolting Suioido. 

Buffalo, N. Y., June 12. — A ghast- 
ly suicide was committed yesterday 
morning in St Mary's Catholic Church, 
at t he corner of Broadway and Pine- 
street, The victim was Agidous Hock 
a moulder in the employ of Scoville 
Bros., car wheel works. Hock in com- 
pany with his wife, attended mass 
at eight o'clock but seemed little inter 
ested during the service. Towards the 
close lie was observed to take a razor 
from his pocket and scan it closely, and 
though his faction was somewhat 
strange, but little was thought of it. 
At the conclusion of the ceremonies 
Hock and his wife joined the dispersing 
throng, but on reaching the vestibule he 
suddenly stopped, and drawing the razor 
again, with a sudd en movement he drew it 
across his throat and cut a frightful gash 
from ear to oar. The blood poured in a 
deluge from the Hound, ran down Ilia 
lioaOm and dripped to the Hour. Those 
about him were horror-stricken by the 
awful act. Grasping the instrument more 
lightly in his hand, he looked wildly a- 
bout and then rushed through the dour, 
leaving a train of blood behind, lie 'ran 
across the broad pavement and up I'ine- 
strcet, followed by an excited crowd, 
When a few feet from the corner he noi- 
vously lifted the razor again and made 
another desperate lunge at his throat, cat- 
ling a smaller slit above the first, imme- 
diately under the chin. As he neared Cy- 
press street, a block distant, he began 
to stagger, and on reaching the corner he 
fell unconscious iu the gutter. He was 
picked up, and Dr. Kaminerling was sent 
for, but life was extinct in ten minutes. 
The poor wife is prostrated by the shock 
and refuses to see any one. Hock com- 
mitted the deed while labouring under 
insanity. A week ago while driving a 
horse on Exchange-street he narrowly es- 
capod running over a woman, and that act, 
though little in itself, so affected him that 
he ceased work and often asketl if lie was 
to be arrested fur it. 

A Fonlan Proclamation. 

New York, May 21. — The Council of 
tf.ho Fenian Brotherhood has issued a 
manifesto addressed to Irish revolution- 
ists at home and abroad, It says: — ■ 
"The spirit of revolution is abroad. 
Every effete and gouty monarchy in 
Europe totters on its rotten found 
ations. Brethren, awake, arise and 
labour with us. Help on the wise 
ways of Providence and advance the 
good cause. Thus shall we, in solemn, 
secret conclave, continue with aug- 
mented force to give the emphasis of 
dagger, (ire, and sword, and other 
available resources of civilization to our 
ancient, merciless ami unrelenting 
enemy, to destroy whom we shall use, 
while life endures, every measure 
within the reach of human effort, 
Wo proclaim unswerving fidelity to 
the ancient gospel of force and ihos'e 
revolutionary principles upon which 
this great Republic is based. We say 
to those most concerned and with the 
knowledge whereof we speak, 'Beware, 
lest in this trampling upon the people 
you tread upon torpedoes.' Let our 
enemies look to it. They are fairly 
warned." 

Tho Pacific Railway, 

It is gratifying to be able to an- 
nounce that today another important 
step is made towards the completion of 
our groat national highway to the 
North West — the Canadian Pacific 
railway. This morning the last rail on 
the line between Prince Arthur's Land- 
ing and Winnipeg will be laid, and on 
July 1st the road will be open for pas 
senger and freight traffic. Our next 
Dominion day will therefore be an im- 
portant occasion, as it will mark the 
inauguration of a means of rapid land 
and water communication through our 
own territory with the Prairie Prov- 
ince for during the greater part of the 
year, aided by the C'ollingwood and 
.Sarnia lines of steamers, we will be in- 
dependent of the American railway 
.system. — Mail, June IU.

INFLUENCE. 

Tho French t Jovornment has adopt- 
ed the scheme Fur the formalioii of a 
groat in tornnl sea in the south of Al- 
£f>r\n and Tunis, which was at one time 
thought to he chimerical. The taking 
possession of Tunis and the rapid build- 
ing of railways in Senegal, with the 
creation of the sea in question, it is be- 
lieved, would bring almost, the whole 
of northern Africa under French in- 
HuVnee. The recent report of M. de 
Frayeinet to the President embolus a 
resume of the physical dillieulties in 
the' way, and the political and other 
reasons in its favor. As to the former, 
we arc told the proposed sea would be 
seven times the size of the Lake of 
Geneva, or about .'150 kilometres long 
('210 miles)by from ;!5 to 10 kilometres 
in width ('Jo miles). A canal of 240 
kiloiijel res would lead to the Ciulfof 
toib'es. In the south of Algeria and 
'funis are immense and waste depress- 
ions of the surface known as C/iotlx. 
The only work to lie done would he to 
construct the canal and let the water 
from the .Mediterranean in. The 
objections that are made against the 
plan as well as the arguments in its 
favor, are necessarily vague, and their 
truth more or less a matter of con- 
jecture. M. de Freycinet emphasizes 
its use as a barrier, as it were against the 
aavage tribes to the east and south of the 
French possessions. The committee ap- 
pointed t'j finally consider the question, 
and which will begin work on the liOlh of 
next month, will comprise -18 members 
belonging to the various departments of 
the ( iovernment, 16 members of Purlin- 
n e t, ai d nn 8 di tinguished mili'ary and 
civ il engineers.

The great arterial thoroughfare con 
l.inues impassable. Since ihe subsi 
deuce of the water no teams have 
passed over the road. Bridges, crib- 
ing and road bed have in most install 
ces entirely disappeared. In some 
places the water rose eight feet above 
the mark of 1870. The damage is va- 
riously estimated at. from §20,000 to 
$40,000. The contractors agreed lo 
keep 'the road in order for $10,000 per 
annum, basing their estimate on the 
damage caused in 1870. The result 
has proved very disastrous to them. 
An experienced road builder, not at all 
interested in the contract, assures us 
that the repairs will cost at least $40,- 
000 and may reach $50,000. This is 
an estimate far in excess of that given 
yesterday. It. follows, therefore, that 
it is beyond the financial power of the 
contractors to perforin the work with- 
out governmental assistance, which we 
hope they will get. In any case traffic 
on the trunk road .should not be ob- 
structed a moment longer than is re- 
quired to put, the road in good order. 
The interior interests suffer from delay. 
Let the government act promptly. It. 
will be about Ihe last opportunity they 
will ever have of showing their appro 
eiation of I he interior ami they ought 
to make haste and do the correct thing 
before thev get the "grand bounce" on 
the 24th. '

To the Editou:— The following is ox 
traded from a San Francisco paper: 
one of the places in which chinese 
house servants lodoe. 

Tuesday, in department No. 1 of tho 
police court} fifteen Chinamen were pre- 
sented for trial upon a charge of having 
violated the pure air law. Sergeant Nash, 
who with a posse of officers made the ar- 
rest, testified that at No. 812 Stockton 
street he found live of the accused sleep- 
ing in a room which contained bin Doli 
cubic feet of space, while under the law 
to accommodate that number of lodgers 
the room should have contained 2,f>00 
cubic feet of space. He also testified 
that in tlie basement of -11 Oneida place, 
a narrow cut de .mo- leading south, oil' 
Sacramento street, above Dupont, he 
found twelve Chinamen sleeping in a 
roum 27 feet long, 11 feet wide and 8 feet 
high. The room contained but 2,522 feet 
of space. Fourteen of the accused were 
found guilty as charged, and were lined 
§10 each. The other had his case con- 
tinued until Friday. 

One of the arresting officers, when 
asked why ten only had been arrested out 
of the house on Oneida place, when 
twelve were found there, replied : "There 
were two of them that we could not take; 
one was a leper and the other was down 
with running sores, which covered his 
body from head to foot, and he could not 
leave his bunk. A number of those we 
did arrest asked to be allowed lo go, say- 
ing they were servants for white families, 
and if locked up they would lose their 
places. " 

"Nice place for servants to lodge in," 
suggested the reporter. 

"Yes," replied the officer. "If white 
people who employ Chinese servants could 
havo seen tho filthy room in which we 
found these fellows 1 am sure that none 
of them would ever employ another 
Chinaman as a servant." 

In department No. 2 of the police court 
Sing Moy and two others, convicted of a 
violation of the law prohibiting lotteries, 
were lined $40 each, with the alternative 
of -It) days in tin- county jail. 

"'lease publish this for the informal ion 
of the electors. How dares any one who 
owns such places offer himself as our 
representative at Ottawa; and what treat- 
ment does he merit who assists such 
wretched beings to come into contact 
with our wives, sisters and children/ 

1 understand that one of t he candidates 
is a Chinatown property owner.

Ho is well read 
not only in Arabic hut in Turkish and 
English literature, is uf a religious tem- 
perament, mild in his disposition and hu- 
mane. In his domestic relations he 
belongs to the new school of Mohamme- 
dans, and has but one wife, with whom 
he lives, very affectionately.

IVr steamship 0. W. Elder. 
AUI'LTKRATION IS SEVERELY t'UXISHEB 
in Germany. A wine merchant in Oti'en- 
burg bad his whole st. ok of 4000 casks 
confiscated for selling adulterated stuff, 
and in carrying out the Court's order the 
officials proceeded to pump the wine into 
the main gutter of the town. Fur nearly 
twenty hours the street flowed with the 
alleged wine, to the delight of the poor 
and thirsty, who assembled in crowds to 
gather and carry it away. The police bad 
filially to stop this ineffectual method of 
preventing the use of adulterated w ine. 

An outrageous edict, .signed by the 
Czar and published in the ollioial gazette 
of St. Petersburg, which virtually bank- 
rupts every wealthy Jew in Russia. It 
provisionally suspends all payment for 
contracts or debts due to Jews, prohibits 
them from settling outside * towns and 
villages, and otherwise provides for their 
speedy extirpation throughout Czardoni. 

A plan was laid in Naples last month 
by 500 men to attack two Protestant i 
churches. The plot, which is attributed 
to Bourbon influences, was frustrated by 
energetic measures on the part of the j 
(ioverninent, The "Popolo Romano" has 
advised the Protestants not to conduct 
church services in such a wav as lo excite 
the Catholic population. 

An extraordinary story of corruption • 
was told at the recent trial at St. Peters 
burg of Privy Councillor Busch, director- 
general of the medical department of the I 
Russian navy. Ho was charged with re- 
ceiving bribes from officers of his depart- 
inent tor their promotion. One hundred • 
and twenty-six navy surgeons came for- ! 
ward as witnesses, 80 of whom testified 
(hat the practice of paying tin- head of \ 
the department for promotions had been 
m existence for many years, and that Dr. 
Busch never promoted a surgeon without 
receiving payment in cash or by promis- 
sory note. One of the witnesses alleged 
that he had to make two such payments 

one of 1100 roubles in 187't for his first i 
promotion, and another of 1500 for per- i 
iiiiss;on to be transferred from the navy 
lo ihe army. It also appeared that in 
IS77 a young surgeon was appointed to a 
higher position by the governor of Cron- 
sladt, and thai Dr. Busch, on hearing of 
this, threatened to cancel the appoint- i 
nienl unless the surgeon would pay him l 
1,000 roubles. The surgeon then paid 
Dr. Busch .",100 roubles and was allowed 
io accept his new position. 

Land in Belgium is .steadily increasing 
in value. In 184(1, the 5,01)0,000 acres j 
under cultivation were "estimated tube 
worth 8l»(IO,000,000; their value in 1.SK0 ; 
was estimated at between S'},200,000.000 j 
and 400,000,000. Since the year 18(10 
the rental of farms has increased four- 
fold. 

The poorhouse in Oestliaussonner, i 
Sweden, was struck by lightning May 1 
Hist ami bui-ued to the ground, Out of 
fifty tun inmates, twenty perished in the 
llames. 

A foolish bet was made by a man in 
Leicester that he would shake hands with i 
the Princess of Wales on the occasion of ! 
her recent visit to that town. He inns- I 
(ered up couragejby imbibing freely, and j 
w hen the carriage passed by the postofliue, : 
rushed through the crowd and the cordon | 
of policemen and cavalry, stopped the 
royal carriage and held out his hand to 
the Princes,. Her Royal Highness 
pushed his arm away with her parasol, | 
and the police recovering from their stir- I 
prise, rushed up and carried the foolish j 
fellow off to the magistrate, where he was . 
charged with being drunk and riotous, 
and sentenced to soven days in jail. 

The death is announced in England, at 
the age of 102, of John Mooring, one , 
of the now few survivors of tho battle of I 
Trafalgar, in which engagement he was 
captain of the maintop of the "Thunder- j 
er." Until a few months ago he retained 
a clear recollection of all the event-: of 
i hat memorable day. 

Prof. Behnond, a distinguished German 
scholar and a Jew, lias been made rector ' 
of the University of Grcnswald, The. 
provincial synod sent a memorial to the i 
government, protesting against this step 
on account of tho professor's religion and 
race, bill he was nevertheless invested 
with the office with all the usual ceremo- 
ny and display.

He has found 
that if the engagement is not to be per- j 
formed within a year— if the wedding is 
set for a year later than the proposal, the 
promise must be in writing or it is not j 
obligatory. This novel and startling rule 
has been made in the case of L'lman j 
against Meyer. Our readers will remem- I 
ber that not many months ago that the | 
trial was running through the columns of i 
the daily papers, and that the defence I 
seemed to bristle with nearly every point i 
of law that could well be raised in a [ 
breach «.f promise suit. Tho lady, how- j 
ever, won a verdict. It now appears that 
tho gentleman had one more point in re- 
serve. There is an antique and famous 
law known as the Statute of Frauds. 
Some say it was thus christened because 
intended to prevent frauds; others say 
the name signifies that it gives temptation 
and opportunity for frauds innumerable. 
However this may be, the scheme of the 
statute is to require written evidence of a 
contract in order to sustain a law suit 
upon it. Among other things it declares 
void " every agreement that by its terms 
ia not to be performed in one year froiu 
the making thereof.'' Counsel for the 
gentleman so lately cast in danuvge-s have 
now urged that his proposal was for a 
wedding a year later, and that it was not 
in writing.
